SEAPLANES WITH 
WING SPREAD OF 
140 FEET PLANNED 


U. S. Navy Also Wants 154 
Other Planes, Four Dirigibles 
and 44 Balloons. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Con- 

struction of two giant seaplanes, 

twice the size of the transatlantic 


NC-4, and larger than any in the 
world, is planned by the Navy De- 
partment, the House Naval Commit- 
tee was told today by Capt. T. T. 
Craven, Director of Naval Aviation. 
He asked for $636,000 for this work 
and proposed a naval aviation pro- 
gram costing $12,890,000 for 1921. 
Besides the two big planes Capt. 
Craven recommended four new NC 
planes, 150 smaller ones, one large 
rigid dirigible, costing $2,700,000, 
three smalier non-rigid dirigibles, 
38 kite balloons and six free bal- 
loons. 
Capt. Craven said Great Britain 
and Italy were planning to build 
planes similar to the large ones 
which the American navy hopes to 
complete in 18 months. The Amer- 
ican machines would have a carry- 
ing capacity’ of 39 tons, a wing 
spread of 140 feet and would be 
capable of weathering high seas if 
forced to land on the water, he said. 
Capt. Craven also asked that Con- 
gress provide $10,000,000 for new 
alr stations, $7,600,000 for main- 
tenance of existing stations and $7,- 
000,000 for experimental work.

Among the methods frequently 
used by thieves are the following: 

A truckman at a freight station 
with a load of goods watches his op- 
portunity and takes the freight 
clerk’s receiving stamp, puts it on 
the bill of lading and then drives 
off with the goods, which he sells. He 
has a properly receipted bill of lad- 
ing from the railroad to show his 
employers. Forgeries of the receiv- 
ing stamp are sometimes used. 

Arrests in St. Louis. 

Another method is for a truckman 
to drive into a city freight yard 
with an empty box on his truck. 
The guateman takes a record of the 
truck and its load and when it leaves 
extra packages must be accou ed 
for. But the truckman in this in- 
stance substitutes a box of stolen. 
merchandise for the empty he 
brought in. Or he may have a bot- 
tomless box which he places over a 
smaller package containing stolen 
goods. In such instances it is nearly 
always found that the thieves have 
borrowed or stolen licensed trucks. 

Robbers often get aboard trains 
and throw goods out for confeder- 
ates to pick up along the route. Mo- 
tor truck drivers have been caught 
taking part in this scheme in _ St. 
Louis, New York, Chicago and Kan- 
sas City recently. 

Railroad men complain of the dif- 
ficulty in getting convictions. The 
Federal law provides for a penalty 
of $1000 or a year in jail for break- 
ing car seals, but there have been 
so many cases that the Federal 
courts have set them aside for buasi- 
ness considered more important.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Thirty-two 
passengers and 28 of the crew of the 


steamship Princess Anne, which was" 


stranded on a sand bar at Rockaway 
Point Thursday night while bound 
from Norfolk, Va., to'New York 
were landed at the Battery by the 
police boat patrol soon after one 
o'clock this afternoon. Forty-four 
members of the crevy, remained 
aboard the distressed vessel. 

Captain Frank Seay of Norfolk, 
who was injured while navigating the 
boat through the storm, was among 
those landed. 

The transfer from the stranded 
ship to the patrol was effected by 
small boats manned by the police 
crew, without accident. The passen- 
gers said that they were in their 
bunks when the ship grounded. They 
were assured by the officers that 
there was no danger and there wes 
no syn of panic. It was not until 
yesterday morning, when the ship's 
position was obtained by navy radio, 
that those on board knew where they 
were.

TATING that a willful misconstruction had been placed on the text of | 
a letter written by President Ban Johnson of the American League, 
portions of which formed in part the basis of legal proceedings undertaken |

which i; dated Aug. 6, 1919, called 
attention to the excerpt from it used 
in the Yankees’ petition as evidence 
that Johnson had conspired to run 
the New York owners out of the 
league and had connived so that the 


be denied them as a ball park. Th* 
extract read: “It is my judgment 
that they (the New York owners) 
should be retired from our organiza- 
tion.”’ 

It was this statement that led to 
the filing of the $500,000 damage 
suit against Johnson personally, and 
the injunction suit against the “loval’’ 
owners, restraining them from con- 
spiring further to oust the Yankees. 

This statement was considered 
to be strongly against the American 
Leaguers when taken by itself. Ball 
points out that its relation to the 
rest of the text shows the statement 
was made only after an offer to sell 
out for $600,000 on “five minute:’ 
notice’ had been made to Johnson 
by Ruppert and Huston, according 
to Johnson. It also indicated that 
the loss of the Polo Grounds to 
the American League club was a 
“startling” surprise,.to Johnson, when 
he was told of it by the New York 
magnates, instead of having been 
brought about by the American 
League's connivance. 

Following is reprinted verbatim 
that part of the letter relating to the 
charges made: 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6, 1919. 
Gentlemen: 

TI passed through quite a stren- 
uous period in New York, and was 
very glad to get away from the 
Eastern city yesterday afternoon. 
I met Messrs. Ruppert and Huston 
at the Holland House on Sunday 
evening, and spent an hour and 
25 minutes with them. Their line 
of talk was on a par with that 
which generally emanated from 
them at all of our meetings. It was

The complimentary dinner to Chairman Cummins 
of the Democratic National Committee turned out to 
be a notable triumph for Gov. Edwards of New 
Jersey. The man at whom Mr. Bryan had shrieked 
“Unclean” was enthusiastically received, attentively 
listened to and loudly applauded. He met the occa- 
sion with poise and courage. He declared it his in- 
tention to find out whether there is a Democratic 
party. He will put the question at San Francisco. 

As is well known, the position of Gov. Edwards on 
prohibition is the offense which has evoked the Bryan 
harangues. The New Jersey Governor declares that 
prohibition destroys state rights and substitutes far 
our theory of constitutional government a hateful 
overlordship. He insists, too, that this has been done 
without consulting the people. He believes the Demo- 
cratic party should either sanction or repudiate this 
departure from its traditional faith. Regardless of 
its influence on the forthcoming election, he will de- 
mand the party’s formal expression on this ques- 
tion. 

It is to be hoped Gov. Edwards will carry out his 
resolution. The question he has raised—Is there a 
Democratic party?—1is of first importancé. The mat- 
ter of whether intoxicating liquor is permitted or pro- 
hibited is of little moment, as compared with whether 
American democracy has been abandoned, the rights 
of local self-government destroyed, the sovereignty 
of the states extinguished and a bureaucracy estab- 
lished which in point of absolutism and the search- 
ing extent of its power turns the clock back past 
Runnymede. . 

Except the professional politicians, nobody greatly 
cares whether or not the San Francisco convention 
nominates a winning candidate. But should that con- 
vention restate and reaffirm the ancient faith of the 
Democratic party, if it should renounce once and for 
all the vagaries and paternalism of the bureaucratic 
Bryan, if it should repudiate all the reactionary ten- 
dencies, grouping sedition, espionage and every offi- 
cial encroachment on the individual prerogatives and 
freedom of choice along with prohibition, if, in a 
word, it should smash the mental fetters forged by 
the war and demand the complete restoration of old- 
fashioned Americanism in America—if the San Fran- 
cisco convention should do this, it may well win a 
place among the historic parliaments. 

In any event, if this is not done at San Fran- 
cisco, it will be done somewhere. For, whatever its 
name, there must be a democratic pafty in the United 
States if our Constitution is to endure. 
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FLU STATISTICS. 

Of the 3600 conductors and motormen employed by 
the United Railways, 476, or 13 per cent, are off duty, 
mostly from the flu. The police force is incapacitated 
to the extent of 10 per cent and the Bell Telephone 15 
per cent. How other industries have been affected 
is not known, but statistics would possibly show 
that the street railway company has not suffered 
especially severely. 

But it is not to be concluded from such assumed 
data that street car traffic is not dangerous. The 
conditions of a crowded street car manifestly are con- 
ducive to the spread of any contagious disease. If 
conductors and motormen escape it in such propor- 
tion as seemingly to flout that theory, their im- 
munity must otherwise be accounted for. It seems 
reasonable to believe that the character of their work, 
with its constant exposure, gives them a resisting 
power which persons in confined employment do not 
have. Physicians say that pure air is one of the best 


flu preventives and they recommend walking as an 
excellent method of avoiding the disease. 

In any event, the necessity for ventilating the cars 
as thoroughly as is practicable is urgent. If the 
matter of the cleanliness of cars received more at- 
tention just now it would be helpful to conductors, 
motormen and passengers. 
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PROBE THE COAL COMBINES. 

There is hope for St. Louis coal consumers in the 
announcement that Assistant Attorney-General C. B. 
James has issued orders at Washington for the United 
States District Attorneys at St. Louis, East St. Louis 
and Danville, Ill, to investigate the complaints of 
profiteering that are made by St. Louis retail coal 
dealers against the Franklin County (Ill.) operators. 

The dealers charge that the Franklin County oper- 
ators demand $3.25 a ton for their product, whereas 
the maximum price allowed by the Government to be 
charged for that grade of coal is $2. ton. The 
$2.55 rate has been in effect since Oct. 1, when the 
Fuel Administration prices were revived by order of 
President Wilson, but the Franklin County operators, 
it is declared by the retailers, have refused to sell for 
less than $3.25. The St. Louis retailers, unable to 
obtain Franklin County coal for their customers at 
the price which the Government had fixed, sent E. J. 
Wallace, former adviser of the St. Louis Fuel Admin- 
istration, to Washington, to make complaint. The 
order for an investigation was the result. 

The thing that looks bad, in the case of the Frank- 
lin County operators, is that they have a strong or- 
ganization which has heretofore shown that it has the 
will and the power to limit production and control 
prices in the interest of the operators, and to the det- 
riment of the public. The operations of this organiza- 
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instance has been settled. It should be extended to all 
of the activities of an association which has shown 
that it has the proclivity and the power to jeopar- 
dize the interests of St. Loufs coal users. 

When the Franklin County situation has been

attention to the other operators’ associations in the 
Southern Illinois field and the more recently organ- 
ized and just as pernicious organization of operators 
in the standard field.

E are constantly learning more 
W of the value of our native fish, 
and have added to our diet 
many varieties which until recently 
had been used only in the districts 
along the east and west coasts. 
Fish furnishes protein, equal in 
value to meat, while if properly 
cooked, the flesh is easily digested 
and completely absorbed. The old 
theory that fish is brain food does 
not seem to be substantiated, but as 
the demand upon the digestive or- 
gans is not as great as is made by 
meat, the brain is likely to be more
